Factors In Road Problems. 
The highway engineering depart­ 
ment of Purdue 
university 
has 
lately issued a 
highway 
bulletin, 
chief interest in which lies the con­ 
clusion that are reached. The high­ 
way authority who is author of the 
pamphlet, although expressing pride 
for the fine system of roads which 
Indiana nohv enjoys, says that tne 
time has passed when road problems 
pan ¡be met in the. same way they al­ 
ways have been—by treating them 
locally. 
The conclusion of the pamphlet is 
in the main an appeal for a 
state 
highway department so that Indiana 
can reap benefit from 
the 
federal 
aid highway law. The United States 
government will 
treat 
only 
wTith 
states for reasons which arc very 
apparent, and in order to get 
her 
share of the funds which have been 
appropriated by congress 
to 
help 
states build 
permanent 
highways, 
Indiana must have 
an 
organized 
agency, backed by an efficient law, 
to look after all road matters. 
“Riads which were entirely sat- 
M M * 1* fW years ago," says the 
conclusion of the bulletin,'” are now 
inadequate to carry the traffic which 
comes upon them. 
Road building is 
speedily advancing from rule 
of 
. thumb methods to its proper place 
, as one of the engineering sciences, 
iit is ni longer prssiblo for 
every 
man to be a good road builder. 
To 
build roads to meet present eondi- 
.tiins require extensive training and 
' experience. It is not possible for the 
! small subdivisions 
to 
obtain men 
qualified to design 
and 
construct 
thèse modem highways.” 
Here we have the testimony'of the 
expert and there is none who is so 
fortified that he can intelligently re­ 
fute the assertions. 
We all know 
that building roads is a matter of 
dollars and cents to the taxpayers. 
We know' also that w-e hare spent 
over a million dollars for new ro a d s 
in Rush county in the last

and have very few permanent high­ 
ways. 
Tt is time that wTe lititen to 
the expert, the man best qualified to 
speak, on this matter of road build­ 
ing because it is an expensive ex- 
pdHment.

BIBLE MANUSCRIPTS. 


Tha Sinaitio, Alexandrian and Vatloan 
Are the Oldest Known. 
The oldest Bible manuscripts now 
In existence date from about 300 to 
460 A. D. and show us the Bible as it 
existed soon after apostolic days. All 
the earlier manuscripts were either 
lost or destroyed in the terrible perse­ 
cutions which were directed not only 
against the Christians, but against 
their treasured sacred writings, their 
enemies thus hoping to stamp out even 
the slightest traces of Christianity. 
The three oldest manuscripts now in 
existence are known as the SInaitIc, 
the Alexandrian and the Vatican manu­ 
scripts. 
The Sinaitic was found by the emi­ 
nent Bible scholar Tiscliendorf in a 
convent on Mount Sinai in 1844. 
It 
contained the Septuagint, other parts 
of the Old Testament, the New Testa­ 
ment complete and some of the apoc­ 
ryphal books. 
The writing, after a 
lapse of more than 1,500 years, is still 
clear and legible. 
The Alexandrian manuscript, which 
came to light in 1G28, is not quite so 
ancient as the Sinaitic. It has the Old 
Testament complete, except that ten 
leates are missing, and the New Testa­ 
ment lacks nearly thirty leaves. 
It is 
in the British museum. 
The \ atican manuscript, the most 
ancient of all, is a great treasure, con­ 
sisting of about TOO leaves of vellum 
bound in book form. 
Part of Genesis 
is missing and also ,a number of the 
I sal ms. 
The New Testament is com­ 
plete up to Hebrews, ninth chapter. 
Other early Bible manuscripts of 
gieat value, but Inferior to the three 
mentioned, are the Codex Ephraem 
and the Codex Bogae, besides which 
tber ? is a long list of later manuscripts.

8im pU Rules For Developing the Body 
end Keeping “Pit/’ 
"It isn’t necessary to give a lot of 
time to tbe job of keeping fit.” said 
the physical director of West Point 
Military academy. “Ten or fifteen xnin* 
children 
utes °* setting aP exercise In the morn­ 
ing and a walk every day—not neces­ 
sarily a long one, but one In which 
you march briskly like a soldier, with 
your head and chest up and your shoul­ 
ders back—will work wonders. Do you 
know why so many men are narrow 
chested and weak? It Is because they 
never have given themselves a chance 
to breathe and never have given their 
muscles enough exercise. 
“Many people, men, women and chil­ 
dren, are semi-invalids most of their 
lives because of the lack of a few min­ 
utes of daily exercise and also because 
they have never been taught a proper 
posture and carriage—such, for In­ 
stance, as we insist upon at all times 
in cadets—a position In which every 
organ of the body Is held In Its proper 
place, with ample space to carry on its 
own particular function without re­ 
striction, and In which every muscle of 
the body is furnishing its own trans­ 
portation, so to speak, and not depend­ 
ing upon other muscles to do for it 
what It was intended it should do for 
Itself. 
“Proper posture and carriage, with 
shoulders square, chest arched, head 
erect and body well stretched from the 
waist up, will of their own account 
contribute much toward relieving our 
people of the many petty and not a few 
of the serious ills from which they 
are now suffering. They are the foun­ 
dation of robust health and should be 
Insisted npon in children from the very 
beginning until they become a habit 
and as such will displace the disease 
breeding, slouchy habit now so preva­ 
lent among people of all ages and sta­ 
tions.’’—World’s Work.

JOHN MUIR AND HIS BREAD. 


The Famoue N aturalist Lived the Rea! 
8im ple Life. 
The naturalist and explorer, John 
Muir, was a curiously simple mau—as 
simple in his tastes and appetites as 
in his view’s of life and conduct. 
On 
his trips through the Sierras he never 
carried a gun and never killed game, 
nor did he catch fish. 
He lived almost exclusively on plnin 
dry bread. 
“There is no waste in it,” 
he used to say. 
“Every particle is of 
value. I also take along a small pack­ 
age of tea and a little tin cup in a stout 
canvas bag. I can sustain my strength 
on this diet for months at a time. 
I 
occasionally run across some wild ber­ 
ries or an edible root to chew on, but 
they are not important” 
At dinners to which he was invited 
Mr. Muir would usually barely taste 
of soup or fruit, never touch meat or 
any fancy dessert talk while others 
ate and nibble away between times at 
a slice of bread without butter. 
Once while visiting Pasadena he wasr 
one of a party starting out to get sup­ 
per, after which it was purposed to 
spend the evening in the rooms of one 
of the company. As they -walked along 
the street they passed a bakery, and 
Mr. Muir stopped. “Why, friends, look 
here!” he said. “That Is good looking 
bread. Why go any farther? Let’s buy 
a couple of loaves and take them to 
the room with us.” And he was quite 
in earnest. 
Once a friend took him to luncheon 
at a famous restaurant in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
As th*y took seats at a table 
Mr, Muir was engaged in some discus­ 
sion In which he was so absorbed that 
he was oblivious to everything else. 
His friend could not interrupt him, 
and so the talk flawed on until the 
time approached for closing the res­ 
taurant. 
The head waiter told the 
host that he must give his order with­ 
out further delay. 
Taking advantage 
of the Interruption, the friend suggest­ 
ed to Mr. Muir that he should give his ! 
order. 
lie seemed sNytled.
